tors, admitted today that they had fre- 
quent conferences with Hudson concern- 
ing his plan.s to blow up British and 
French ships lying at port. 
They said 
they received money from him to buy 
dynamite, a motor boat,

or 
other supplies but asserted they spent 
his money for their own 
benefit 
and 
pawned revolvers he bought for them. 


"I was

could get," said Milleder. 
"I got about 
$30 out'of him to buy d\-namite but T 
spent the money on mj'self. 
He (old 
me about his .scheme to blow up ships 
lying at the j)icrs of the Cunard lino. 
1 thought he wa.4 crazy and did take 
his money. 
I did not try to buy any 
dynamite. 


]\iilleder said he went with Hudson to 
look over th<* vessels at the ])iers of the 
Anchor and (.'unard docks and that Hud- 
son said he did not want to injure any 
but engaged spies. 
He said tliat Hud- 
son proposed to cross the river fro-n, 
Hoboken in a launch, climb aboard the 
steauT-r c^myinir munitions ind dyna- 
mite and when the steamer was out- 
side of Sandy Hook hohl up the cap- 
tain and crew and blow up the steamer, 
escaping in life boats.

Rev. Henry B. Master, pastor of . the 
Fii-st Presbyterian church, Avho planned 
the unique series of Sunday evening ad- 
dresses on the various dehominational 
beliefs, which have been given at his 
church, himself 
gave the last of 
tne 
talks Sunday evening when he told in 
an interesting way "What the Presby- 
terian Church Believes." 


The speaker divided Ills sermon into 
three heads: 
Presbyterian Polity or 
Government, Presbyterian Doctrine and 
Presbyterian 
History. 
Ho 
spoke 
at 
length on all three and in speaking on 
the doctrine of the churcii said that if 
a Presbyterian were asked wliat doc- 
trine is fundamental in creed 
he would 
be very apt to reply, "It's a teaching 
-concerning God." 


Rev. Master said in part: 
"We are 
taught in our catechisms that God is a 
Spirit, infinite, eternal and unchange- 
able in his being, wisdom, power, holi- 
ness, justice, goodness and truth. 
We 
are never taught that that definition ex- 
hausts the truth. 
It is impossible to 
shut, God up M'ithin the limits of this 
definition or any description whatever. 
However, these words suggest a truth 
which Calvvinism is most eager to em- 
phasize: 
The indescribable glory 
and 
goodness and holiness of God. 
^V'e be- 
lieve in a God who sits upon the throne 
of the universe and who js after all the 
Father of His earthly children and is 
not far from anyone of us. 


"We believe that this liing, eternaj, 
immortal and invisible, is a God of un- 
ceasing activity. 
He has a plan for the 
development of the race and for the 
education of the individual. If He has a 
plan, then that plan must be fixed and 
certain. 
God controls ail things, from 
the burning out of a svm-system 
to 
the fall of a sparrow to the ground. 
If He foreordains what shall happen in 
the crisis hours of history. 
He must do 
as much for the commonplace moments 
of the ordinary day. 
If this seems in- 
credible, it is because we lack imagina- 
tion. 
In other words, having made tlv^s 
world God has never withdrawn from 
participation in its affairs. 


"Back of the plan for the government 
of the world is the Divine Will and Will 
implies 
personalit}'. 
To 
call 
God 
a 
Principle of Goodness means nothing at 
all to the vast majority of earth's teem- 
ing millions. 
It is a true impression 
which is gained when the bible describes 
God as feeling or thinking. 
AVe believe 
in the heart-side of God as well as in 
the Divine reason. 
Calvinism bids men 
remember that He who sits upon the 
throne of the universe is a God of ten- 
der mercy." 


"We believe furthermore that God is 
not a silent Deity. 
The Bible is the 
record of what God said at sundry tinieii 
and 
in 
divers 
manners — speaking 
throiigli the 
])rophets 
and above 
all 
through Jesus t'hrist His only begotten 
Son. 
The Presbyterian church has al- 
ways taught that the Bible not only 
contains the Word of God but it is the 
Word of God. 
Not only are the ideas 
of the Book inspired—the words are in- 
spired. 
There is a luiman element in 
the fcomposition of the Book, of course. 
Yet wliile *there 
were 
many 
writers 
there was but One Autlior. 


"Presbyterians liavo been accused of 
teaching a Predestination which is fatal- 
ism, and of preac'hiitt; i.ifant damnation, 
and it has been said that our doctrine 
of plenary inspiration implies that the 
writers' of. ijod s Bboli wore mere me- 
chanical instruments—hut God is never 
praised by libelling men. 
Presbyterians 
never teach any such tilings for the sim- 
ple reason that 
they do not 
believe 
them. 
The human mingles 
with 
the 
Divine, the individuality of the writers 
is maintained, but through them God 
speaks. 


"Our conception of God colors 
our 
idea of man. 
As he 
was 
originally 
created man was but a little lower than 
the angels. 
Sin was no part of his 
origina} 
constitution' "for 
God 
never 
formed man in such a way that He wa»s 
obliged to feel a moral contempt for 
him as soon as the work of creation 
was completed. 


"Our conception of God influences our 
idea of sin. 
The first man, Adam, sin-, 
ned, and through him there catne the 
taint which has persisted for coimtless 
generations. 
All have sinned and come 
short of the glory of (Jod. 
The phrase 
"original sin"' 
siniply 
refers to 
that 
taint. 
Science describes it as heredity 
—but tiie meaning is the same. 
The 
Bible tells us that tlie wjjges of sin is 
death. 
Left to himself man cannot save 
himself. 
Therefore God sent His Son 
into the world, that the Avorld through 
faith in Jesus might bo'saved. 
He who 
was God took upon Him the form of a 
servant and became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the Cross. 
Nine hun- 
dred Jind ninetj' one-thousandths of the 
whole Cihristian world accepts the state- 
ment of Jesus. 
"He that iiath seen Me 
hath seen the Father also" at its face 
value. 
Witl) angels and archangels we 
bow before Him and cry. My Lord and 
my God." 


The speaker stated 
that 
although 
many people had tlie cqnception that 
the word I'resbyterian refers to only 
one religion, nevertheless in the 
true 
sense it referred to a method or form 
of church goveiiiment. 
He outlined and 
gave a history of the church government 
of the Presbyterian denomination. 
He 
told of the deacons and elders in the 
church, the Presbytery, the synod, and 
then the general synod. 
Rev. Master 
stated that Presbyterians believe in this 
method of government 
because 
it is 
Spiritual, because it promotes the lib 
erty of the people and the decency and 
order of governraent. 


He closed his interesting sermon by 
relating what various men of import- 
ance and authority 
have 
said 
about 
Galvanism.

The United States arriiy is divided

25 departments. 
Of these 
only 
four belong to the line force—the forv'

fantry. 


"Uncle Sam will have 15 regiments 
of 
cavalry consisting of 765 commissioned 
officers and 17,59U men, wh^n the in- 
crease voted bv congress is made. 
_There will be 30 regiments of inran- 
try, including 1,539 commissioned olH- 
cers and 54,443 men, and six regiments 
of field artillery, consisting of 252 tora- 
missioned officers and 6,389 men.
